THE WORK OF CONGRESS. | 


A STRGOGGLE FOR THE PRECE- 
DENCE OF BUSINESS. 


Result of the Disiriet Democratic Nomiaaticns— 
Ingersol! Beaten by a N-gro in the Repu bil- 
can Primaries—A Provest Against the 
Sunday Laws—Otber ‘Topics.

WasHinGtTon, April 9.—The bill for public 
buildings for Augusta and Macon may be 
reached to-morrow. Macon stands ninth on 
ihe list and Augusta tenth. Mes:rs. Blount 
and Reese think both bills will pass. In the 
senate debate on the naval bill Mr. Beck 
gerved another dish of tarift talk, Mr. Vest 
gaye tbe navy department a severe scouring, 
if Mr, Hale carries his amendments throuch 
the senate, adding six millions to the bill, it 
will be killed in the house. The democrats 
are resolved not to let such men as Chandler 
and Roach have the construction of the navy. 
Tae refusal of the house to consider Reagan’s 
inter-state commerce bill to-day has not 
discouraged him. This and several other 
bills will be kept ready for any gap that may 
come in the proceedings. 

THE DEMOCRATIC PRIMARIES, 

The democratic primaries last night insure 
the election of William Deckson and E. D. 
Wright as delegates from tbe District of 
national democratic con- 
vention, Both are strong for Tilden. 

The republican menagerie ,closed 
one o’cieck this morning. 

BOB INGERSOLL BEATEN, 

Perry Carson, colored, beat Bob Ingersoll 
AS celegate to Chicago. He is for Logan. 
“rank Conger, the other. delegate, is supposed 
to be lor Arthur, as he appointed him post- 
master, but is really for Ben Harrison or 
Logan. The friends of the administration 
are depressed over Biaine’s recent victories in 
several New York counties and some dis- 
couraging news from the southern states. 

A mass meeting was ‘held here to-night to 
protest against the Sunday law and ali regu. 
lations restricting public amusements on that 
day in the district, Several hundred peoyle 
were present. Addresses by Congressman 
Murpby, of lowa, and others were made.

Naval Bill in the Senate—-A Wrangle Over 
Precedence in the House. 

WasuHincton, April 9.—In the senate, Mr, 
Hill, from the committee on postotlices and 
post roads, renorted favorablyjthe original bill 
io establish a postal telegraph system. Mr, 
Hill remarked that the committee were 
unsnimous as to the first ten 
sections of the bill, which 
relate to doing work by contracts with exist- 
ing companies, but that a minority of the 
committee were opposed to the section relat- 
ing to the construction or purchase of tie 
lines by the government. 

The senate again resumed the consideration 
of the naval appropriation bill, and Mr. Vest 
continued his speech of yesterday. Although 
we have no eifective navy at present, he was 
opposed to putting any money into the hands 
ot the present secretary of the navy to con- 
struct one, because it would pass into the 
hands of John Roach. Referring tothe ship- 
ping bill reported to the senate from the com- 
mittee. on commerce, Mr. Vest said it 
was like empiricism, which mistook 
adeep seated disease fora mere cutaneous 
eruption, and treated the patient with cuti- 
cura and moderate doses of sulphur. Free 
ships, he said, was not what we wanted, but 
reform rather of the whole protective system. 
Mr. Hale ventured to recall to Mr. Vest’s at- 
tention the fact that there wasnuothing in the 
naval appropriation bill relating to the tarilf 
or merchant marine, 

Mr. Vest’s speech took the form of a debate 
between himself Messrs. Hale, Edmunds, 
Bayard and others. This debate continued 
till 5 p.m., when the senate went into execu- 
tive session and soon afterwards adjourned. 

IN THE HOUSE 

On motion of Mr. Culberson, of Texas, a 
bill amending the act regulating the removal 
of causes from the state to federal courts was 
made the continuing special order for April 
12th. 

On motion of Mr. Dunn, of Arkansas, a 
bill wes passed providing for the adoption of 
the revised international regulations for pre- 
venting collisions at sea. : 

Then a struggle arose as to which of the 
many pending special orders should obtain 
ihe precedence of consideration. Mr. Ding- 
ley, of Maine, tried to bring up the shipping 
bill. but his effort was unsuccessful. His 
motion was defeated; yeas 76, nays 156. Mr. 
Reagan, of Texas, metwitha like fate, bis 
motion to consider the inter-state commerce 
hill being voted down; yeas 102, nays 12U. 
The speaker ruled that the unfinished busi 
ness was the Oregon Central land grant 
bill, but the friends of the various 
bills providing forthe erection of public 
buildings united under the leadership of Mr. 
Stocksloger, of Maryland, andat 2:43, the 
house by a vote of yeas 160, nays 61, went 
info committee of the whole, Mr. Welborn, 
of Texas, in the chair, on the public building 
Even then, however, there was no 
plain sailing.. The first bill called up by Mr. 
Stocksloger was for a public building at Keo- 
kuk, lowa,, being objected to by Mr. Thomp- 
son and Mr. Key, who contended that under 
the rules the objection must be reported to 
the house, and passed upon by that body. 
Mr, Thompson was overraled, but much time 
was wasted in the debate upon his point, 
and also upon the biil itse!f, 
when it was reachedin due form, It calls 
for a to'al appropriation of $150,600. Large 
numbers of amendments reducing the ulti- 
mate cost of building were offered by Mr 
Heam and Mr Warner, of Obio, and severaily 
defeated, but it was only after six tedious 
voies by tellers that the bill was jaid aside 
with afavorable recommendation. The next 
bill was one applying $100,000 for the erec- 
tion =e oof a public building at 
Waco, Texas. This was bitterly 
opposed by Mr. Warner on the ground that 
the population and business of that city did 
not justify the large appropriation called for, 
and especially expressed his disapprobation 
of linking these bills together iike sausages. 
There might be some good meat, but there 
was plenty of bad. This was the worst ‘orm 
of legislation, and until this special 

: was vacated, he would

of Missouri, also entered his protest against 
this species of legislation. The democrats 
stood to-day exactly where the republicans 
had stood two yearsago.

THE CHICAGO CORNERS. 


Iiow the Markets Kan up asd Down onthe Cal 
Beard. 

Cuicaco, April 9.—This has been another 
field day on change, and atthe finish the 
bulls appeared to have full possession for the 
first time in many weeks. The opening was 
strong, but the prices fell off afterthe first 
hourto about the medium prices of yesterday, 
after which ensued zr stormy 
advance, which very nearly routed 
the bears in the provision and wheat 
pits. Trading in provisions had been quiet 
allthe morning, buat about the noon nour 
the prices began to go up hurriedly, and the 
very heavy ‘‘short” interest, which had been 
selling liberally for a week, suddenly found 
great difficulty in covering, and the closing 
prices on the afternoon cail were fully one 
dolizra barrei for pork over the “closing 
prices of yesterday. May. pork on change 
closed $16 55, June $16 95 and July $17.02. 
On cali board the sales amounted to 15,00 
barrels. May advanced to $14.12)4, June to 
$14 27k, July to $14 37'¢. Trading in wheat 
was also on a very extended scaie, and a sharp 
advance was scored, Numerous buying orders 
were on the market at the opening. Foreign 
advices quoted a better tone, and weather 
was cold and threatening. Under these in- 
fluences prices advanced sharply, and May 
options sold up to 83)4. Values tuen became 
weaker, May selling down to 82s, but subse- 
quently recovering to 83, and remaining 
steady for a time, After the noon hour 
prices began to go up, and May went to 54%, 
and c.osed at about 84)<. June closed at 36'4, 
and July 844. On the call boerd 2 250 000 
bushels were sold. May advanced to 85 and 
closed at 84°, to 34. June ciosed at 8654 and 
July at 877%. The buils clalmed that the ad- 
vance was iegitimate, and contended that the 
day for 80 cent wheat had gone by fora 
12-month. ¢ 

Corn was unsettled and generally lower, 
but gained some strength toward tbe close 
in sympathy with the wheat market. It 
opened 44 cent higher, but became weak 
under free offerings. and deciined 1<(] 
cent, rallied %(@1l cent, and _  ciluseu 
i4(a'4 cent higher than yesterday. May 
ciosea at 50, June 51, July 527,. 

On call board 120,000 busbels were sold

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A SFORMY DAY. 


Snew, Slcet and Hurricarzre Winds North and West 
VYeaterday. 

Wasuineton, April 9.—Between ten and 
eleven o'clock this morning, a furious wind 
storm passed over the country in the vicinity 
of Baltimore, prostrating every telegraph 
wire between Baltimore and Philadelphia, 
and cutting off the direct communication 
north in an instant. The ex- 
tent of the damage in other respects 
is not yet ascertained. Thirty 
large poles of the Western Union company in 
a single stretch were blown down. Thesiorm 
seems to bave been local, because telegraph 
communication between Washington and the 
west was uninterrupted. The snow tell for 
five hours here this morning, but by 1 p. m. 
it had all disappeared. Six inches of snow 
fell last night at Fort Wayne, Ind., and Day- 
ton. Ohio, and seven inches in the anthracite 
coal regions in Pennsylvania, It began snow 
ing in Washington about 6 a. m., and con- 
tinued till 11 a. m. In _ Baltimore tbe 
snow fell until 3 p. m., Dat it 
bad all disappeared in Baltimore and 
Washington in two hours after the fall 
ceased. Direct telegraph communication 
between Washington and New York was 
entirely suspended for several hours during 
the business portion ot the day, because of 
the prostration of every wire between Balti- 
more and Philadelphia by high wind. Late 
in the afternoon, communication was re-es- 
tablished, but has since between subject to 
annoying interruptions, and delayed business 
is being disposed of. The temperature here 
to-night is very wintry. High winds with 
heavy rains prevail, 

LyncupurG, Va., April 9.—A snow storm 
prevailed along the line of the Norfolk and 
Western railroad west from here last night, 
and was followed by a very low temperature. 
It is feared that the fruit crop was greatly 
damaged.

THE GREAT PZENNSYLVANIAN PUT 
IN THE FIELD, 


Mr. Randail Named as Pennsyivania’s Choice for the 
Presidency—A ‘Tariff fer the Support of the 
Government Been micaliy Administered 
Advoested—Referm to be the Issur. 


ALLENTOWN, Pa., April 9.—The democratic 
state convention assembled here to-day, dis 
charged its mission with eatire harmony and 
good humor and with complete unanimity 
and adjourned sine die at 6:30 p.-m. 

No instructions were given or preferences 
expressed other than are contained in the 
platform, although every mentionof Ran- 
dall’s name by the speakers was hailed with 
cheers. 

THE PLATPORM. 

The following is the platform: 

1. The democratic party of Pennsylvania, 
in state convention, declares its unalterable 
determination to maintain those principles of 
governmentordained by the federal constitu- 
tion, and their interpretation which the 
founders of the party settled and made 
known. 

2. We are against centralization, monopoly, 
extravagant expenditures, subsidies ana the 
debasement of the civil service to partisan 
spoliation. 

3 We believe that the electoral fraud of 
1876-77, by which Samuel J. Tilden and 
Thomas 8. Hendricks were cheated out of the 
offices of president and vice president. to 
which they were fairly elected, was the most 
deadly blow ever aimed at our system of rep- 
resentative government, and the duty of driv- 
ing from power the men and party who made 
that fraud triumphant is the most sacred 
obligation ever imposed on the conscience 


THE TARIFF PLANK. 

{, We favor a tariff for revenue, limited to 
the necessities of the government, econoiwi- 
cally administered, and so adjusted in its 
application as to prevent umequsx! burdens; 
io encourage preductive industries at home, 
and afford just compensation to labor, but 
pot to create or foster monopolies, and to 
this end we favor the abolition of the inter- 
nal revenue system of tages, and such 
adjustment of the existing Tariff duties as 
wiil be consistent with these principles. 

5, Every legitimate etfurt of labor to better 
its condition, enhance its rewards and protect 
its rights, commands the sympathy and sup- 
port of the democratic party. The inporta- 
tion, under contract, of foreign pauper labor 
isan evil which should be remedied by just 
legislation. 

The sixih.and seventh resolutions relate to 
State matters. 

The eighth and last is as follows: 

RANDALL FOR PRESIDENT 

Resolved, That Sam’! J. Randall is the choice 
of the democrats of Penusylvania as the 
candidate of their party for president. By 
long and faithful public service he has ilius 
trated an unfaltering devotion to the high 
political principle and feaity to the demo- 
cratic party. His honesty and onor, his 
capacities and courage, his faithful labors 
and signal abilities have merited and won for 
him the confidence and support of the peo- 
ple of the United States. 

MR. RANDALL'S SPEECH 

After the adoption of the platform a com- 
mittee was sent to invite Mr. Randal! to 
address the convention. He soon appeared 
and briefly thanked ine convyen- 
tion for the favor they had done 
him in their expresssons in his behalf, say- 
ing: “I do not attribute this action in auy 
degree to my personal merits. On the con- 
trary I recognize and realize it as an approval 
of the resolute and aggressive course wiich |] 
have pursued in congress, in the advocacy 
and defense of those cardinal principles 
advocated by Jefferson, Jackson, Polk and 
Buchanan.

Ia the Ohio Btatesman the Durk Horse of the 
Demeecracy ! 

CreveLanp, April 9.—Hon. Henry B. 
Payne has been very reticenton the presi- 
deutial question. He has steadily refused re- 
porters and interviewers who have appruach- 
ed him on the subject any lengthy conversa- 
tion, and has positively declined to say any- 
thing atall asregards his own candidacy. 
Some days ago your representative talked 
with Mr. Payne, and asked him numervus 
questions on the political situation. He de- 
ciined to say who he tavyored as 4a can- 
didate for the democratic nomina- 
tion, and when asked the direct queés- 
tion as to whether or no he was a 
candidate he could only reply evasively, say- 
ing that he wished the press and public wouid 
drop his name for awhile and give him 4 
rest. Last night when a reporter approached 
him on the same grounds, Mr. Payne again 
evasively replied: ‘‘if men will chase the 
shadow for the substance I cannot help it.” 
As Mr. Tilden has made Mr, Payne his polit- 
ical heir, the conciusions are plain enough 
that,Mr. Tilden is the shadow which men 
chase, while Mr. Payne essays the role of the 
substance. 

fhis morning your representative enjoyed a 
confidential chat with a warm personai, friend 
of Heury B. Payne, and one-of the most inti- 
mate persons ofhis acquaintance. At his 
own request, and to avoid a natural resuit of 
ill feeling to arise between these two gentle- 
men, his name is withbeid. In the course of 
his remarks, this friend of Mr. Payne made 
the following statements: 

“Henry Bb. Payne is piaced in a peculiar 
position, as regards his candidacy for the 
presidency. 1 can appreciate his feelings. 
te is very sensitive by nature, and his sey- 
eral political defeats during his life have 
caused him much anxiety. He realizes his 
popularity with the people, knows that Til- 
dea and other democratic leaders are his 
friends, and mostof all, heis rich enough 
and so liberal that he wouid willingly put 
$200,000 into the campaign. There is no 
doubtin my mind that Mr. Payne would 
like to become president ef the United 
States. He has at times said as much to me 
in an off hand way. Six months ago he 
would have been ready toenterthe race and 
publicly announce himself as a candidate. 
fo-day he thinks otherwise. The dissensions 
in the democratic party and other disagreea- 
ble things have discouraged him. Not that 
Henry 3B. Payne has lost faith in his dem- 
ocracy, his pariy, or the principles; not that, 
but he feels that the chances for the election 
of a democratic president are growing less 
each day, and that the boom for Blaine, Lin- 
coln and other republicans which 
are sweeping over the country mean 
nothing more or less than the election of a 
republican president in November.

IF NOT TILDEN, WHO? 


How Little Other Oandidatcs are Talked Of in 

Washing'ou—The Tilder Movement Growing. 
Special to The Constitution. 

Wasnineton, April 9.—If Justice Fields’s 
friends had let him alone he probably would 
never have revived the presidentiai aspira- 
tions which were disappointed at Cincinnati 
in 1880. He has been so industrious!y beset 
of late that he can almost be classed among 
the candidates for the pomination. Fore- 
most among the advocates of his political 
promotion, are his brothers Cyrus and David 
Dudiey, who worked:up his candidacy four 
years ago as farasit went. Both of them are 
vich in figures that mount into - millions. 
They would give a well filled barrel to elect 
the judge, of whom they are very proud. in 
these days the money argument is powerful. 
Indiana was bought by the republican purse 
over the petty bids of astingy democracy in 
the last campaign. Judge Field is up to the 
notcao on the financial score. While nothing 
is brought against his character or his recor 
he would undoubtedly be a candidate on hi: 
coid merits and the money power of bis 
brothers behind it. That is, be could not 
infuse enthusiasm into the campaign or give 
to it the dash to catch up wavering votes, 
The judge’s elegant home on capitol nill has 
been the scene of several grave consultations 
recently. Some of those who are most anx 
ious to bring out Judge Fiela do not claim hii 
as their first choice. Democratic sentiment 
here is almost unanimous for Tilden provid- 
ing he can be persuaded to pick up the nom- 
ination which the convention will surely 
be ready and eager to place within his grasy, 
But men are naturally casting about fcr

A view of these candi- 
dates—and some one of the men mentioned 
will surely be put to the front—can but 
strengthen the conviction-already deeply set 
in the popular mind that Tilden must be 
nominated. Viewed from any standpoint 
attainable here, Tilden’s nomination never 
seems so certain as when one begins to figure 
on the question as to who will be nominated 
if hisname is withdrawn. No second choice 
bas appeared big enough in any section to be 
visible from Washington.

which lifts by its intrinsic power 
the humblest soul into a life of unsel- 
fish heroism, and which stretched across 
the southern border a cordon of as brave 

breasts as were ever faced to the storm of 
On the side of the north was the 
purpose to maintain this union, high, manly, 

inflexible resolve, that America 
should be the abiding place of bat 

one great free republic. Two graad 
motives inspired the union soldiers, nerving 
them to high thoughts and great achieve~ 

ments. These two grand motives which 
throbbed through every fibre of the 
union soldiers’ being, and whispered in 
thrilling accents in the hour of battle were 
the indissolubility of the American union 
and the universality of American freedom. 
Both armies were patriotic. Both were re- 
publican, and devoted tothe principles ofa 
republican government. Both were marshaled 
under constitutions which incorporated 
all the great cardinal princi- 
ples of the equality of Slates, 
the habeas corpus, triai by jury, the freedom 
of the press, religious liberty, and the su- 
premacy of the central constitution, and 
there was not a moment during the conflict 
when either army would have hesitated to 
put down any attempt to found 
a monarchy or an order OL 
nobility, or a privileged priesthood 

in this fairland, consecrated by their com- 
mon ancestry to freedom and equal rights 
and devotion to liberty. To constitutional 
liberty was the fountain from which both 
irank in the inspiration for the mighty con- 
flict, and every soldier who  feil 
in the strife on either side turned 
bis death pale face to heaven a glorious 
martyr for the right, as he understood it. 
Though foes in fact they were§ comrades at 
heart, in ultimate purpose, and now they 
mean to be comraces in faci. The cause 
which brings us here is worthy of men w4cse 
heroiem in the late war thrilled the world 
with astonishment and admiration. It is a 
movement by brave and magnanimous vic- 
tors to protect, shelter and befriend the dis- 
abled and suffering of their hon- 
orable and valiant, though vanquished, 
brothers. It is to make practical, to give 
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form and direction and scope, to an im 


\jmaeaps and new methods. 
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conceived in the noblest minds, born of 
brave and generous hearts, inspired by God- 
like charity, and which is destined to exert 
& power for good on the future .of this 
reunited country,’ resistless, measureless, 
enduring, this movement, my countrymen, 
in its elects upon those now living and those 
who come after us, is worth more to this 
country than all the _ resolutions of 
political platforms parties, more than 
all appea!'s by eloguent lips for 
a restoration of sectional concord and Ameri- 
can fraternity, for it is the northern hearts’ 
own eloquence addressed to the southern 
hearts’ own sensibilities, It is a brotherlrood 
accomplished. «It obliterates passion, touches 
softens and unites the hearts of allour people 
and will bind them together in a bond 
of brotherly affection, sincere, strong and 
immortal. To understand the significance 
of this movement, unsolicited and spontans - 
ous, 18 NOt exaggerated. It is sufficient to 
know that it receives the sanction and co- 
operation of the brave men of the federal 
army, from its great ex-commander, whose 
fame fills continents down to the humblest 
private who, bimself maimed and poor, is 
ready to contribute to this cause from the 
small pension paid by the federal 
government, and it remains only to 
add thatamong the blessings which have 
resulted from our great conflict, which are 
common to all, is the courage’‘and discipline 
of the soldier citizenship, the chivairy and 
martial spirit, love and _ glory, and 
appreciation of honorabie, truth- 
ful and inirepid character, 
the scorn of meanness and baseness and 
cowardice, the courage to strike a braver 
blow for right than any power dare strike for 
wrong, assured greatness and beneficence o 
our common country, south and north, as 
one great army marching to a common cause 
aud under a common tlaeg, the emblem of the 
union, ‘one and inseparabie.”’

GENERAL GORDON INTERVIEWER 

Generai Gordon gave an encouraging but 
carefully shaded picture of the present 
condition of affairs conimercially, financially 
and politically in thesouth. ‘*Tne oldiife is, 
of course, brokenup,’’ hesaid, ‘‘andis nos 
likely toreturn. But there has been a great 
change, andour people have come to realize 
the changes. Whileslavery existed the south 
looked only to cotton : nd slaves for wealth. 
Emancipation swept away slave Jabor,- and 
this, with the war, brougbt ruin. Those who 
wished te live hadto look around for new 

They have ne 
so. They have learned habits of thrift 
economy. Many are going into manufac- 
tures, which are being wonderfully developed 
in the south. 

THE PROGRESS OF GEORGIA. 

‘‘T speak more particularly of Georgia, with 
which state I am naturally more personally 
familiar, but my remarks may be taken to 
apply in @ general sense to the whole south. 
Nortbern capital now sees an opening down 
that way, is being rapidly pouredin and is 
welcomed. Nowadays we manufacture a 
good deal of our own cotton into the coarser 
fabrics. These find a ready market 
through all the country, and in this 
matter we are already able to compete 
successfully with New England, the cost of 
labor being so much cheaper in the south, 
The increase of railroads, too, is altering the 
pace of the country, oringing in trade, for- 
warding building and converting trade into 
new channels, Former y such railroads as 
were built were built around the large cotton 
estates, cotton being the main industry and 
source of wealth. They thus avoided sections 
of the country thet team with mineral 
wealth, which previous to the war Jay latent 
because there was no person and no call to 
work it. 

“Why, sir, Alabama, West Virginia, South 
and North Carolina and Tennessee have the 
finest coal and iron fields in the country, and 
the future of our coal and iron industry lies 
right there. Weare already prodacing and 
shipping pig iron at a cheaper rate than they 
can in Pittsburg, and for the same reason that 
we Can manufacture our cotton goods cheaper 
than they can be manufactured in New Eng- 
land. There are many other industries also 
developing or still to be developed, arid those 
whoformerly looked to cotton alone how 
turr theireyes and energies profitably in 
other directions, whije at the same time, as I 
said; your capital is coming down to us, 

COTTON MANUFACTURES. 

“Not thatthe cotton is meglected. That 
still continues to be; and is likely to contin- 
ue, our great staple production and source of 
wealth. It is helped instead of being hin- 
dered by the new flax of industry. By the 
manufacture of coarse fabrics much of it is 
consumed at home instead of seeking an out- 
side market. 

LABOR NORTH AND SOUTH.) 

‘What of the coiored population?” 

‘“T have no hesitation in saying, sir, that 
the colored man to-day in the south is, take 
itallin all, much better paid for his labor 
and much better fed and housed than the 
laboring man in any part of the world. 
Colored labor is chiefly on the cotton planta- 
tions. A laborer gets on an average $10 a 
month, and bis hours of labor are at no sea- 
son of the year excessive. 

“Compare the condition of the laborer up 
here who receives his $30 or $40 or even $50 
a month with that of the negro laborer ow 
the plantation. What with rent and cloth- 
ing, food and fuel, it is much barder_ for the 
laporer here to save money, while he does 
not live nearly so well as the man on the 
plantation; and I say sgain our people de- 
serve great praise for the system which so 
arranges labor as to produce this condition of 
things.”

Biandford, J.—The municipal authorities 
of the city of Athens passed an ordinance 
that ‘‘no person or persons shall be allewed 
tO store anv guano or commercial fertilizer 
atany point within the corporate limits of 
the city of Athens.without first obtaining the 
consent of the mayorand council.’’ Ajthat 
ime the Georgia railroad bad within the city 
of Atbens, on the east side of the Oconee 
iver, a depot and a building for the storage 
of commercial fertilizers, in which they were 
then stored. Subsequently the railroad com- 
pany abandoned this depot and building,and 
moved across the river nearer the center of 


the city, and at great expeuse 
erected other depot puildings and 
8 house wherein they stored 


commercial fertilizers for their consignees. 
No objection was made to this by the munici- 
pal authorities; but subsequently they fined 
the railroad agent and threatened further 
punishment both to him and the consignees: 
Held, that the ordinance does not apply to 
the railroad company. The company is 
bound to deliver at Athens ali articles of 
merchandise, including commercial fertili- 
gers, which it received for that purpose; it is 
bound to take due care of ali such articles 
while jn its possession and before delivery to 
the consignees, and to that end may erect 
store-houses for the safe keeping of all such 
goods as it cannot deliver immediately. The 
municipal authorities having seen the compa- 
ny move its depot and proceed to erec' build- 
ings, without objection or warning that it 
would not be allowed te store fertilizers

THE CAPITOL. 


A Day on Which the Colored and White Brother 
Gateer Themsé:lves Together acd Discass the 
8 .jvwetion ofthe Grand Od Coustry— 
Se.ding Delegeges te Chicege, 


The state republican convention met yes- 
terday at noon in the hall of the house of 


representatives. 

The convention was called to order by 
Colonel A E Buck, chairman of the state 
central committee. 

When quiet was restored Colonel Buck said 
pe congratulated the party on the prevailing 
harmony. He believed the convention would 
get through without storm, without passion 
and without bitterness, 

He then read the cal) after which he an- 
pounced the conYention ready for business, 

W A Pledger was recognized and in ashort 
speech nominated M U Clark, of Macon, for 
temporary chairman. 

RR Wright seconded the nomination,com- 
mending Clark in strong terms. 

Jackson McHenry, of Fulton, made a 
speech in which he nominated Smith W 
Easley, of alton. 

Flemming, of Augusta, seconded the nom- 
ination and was proceeding to eulogize Eas- 
ley when Pledger arose to a privileged ques- 
tion, stating that he was placed in a bad light, 
He had stated in his nominating speech that 
Easley and Wright had withdrawn, that 
they bad both so stated to him, and unless 
Easley withdrew Pledger would be placed in 
a disagreeable position. 

Deveaux made a speech. He said it seemed 
that the thing was cut and dried, and he was 
against it. He didn’t want a chairman who 
already had a list of the committee on cre- 
dentials made up and in his pocket. 

‘Don’t you know how this thing is done ?”’ 
asked Pledger. 

“No, 1 don’t,’’ said Deveaux; “but I bes 
long to the great body of, the party who will 
break this ring.’”’ 

Kasley spoke on a privileged question. 
He declined the use of his name, saying he 
could not hazzard the harmony of the party, 
while the Norcross gang stood just on the 
outside with yawning mouihs praying for the 
convention to be broken up in a row. 

Deveaux also spoke on a question of per- 
sonal privilege. He thought the party could 
live without the little ring in Atlanta. 

Thereupon a considerable stir was created, 
the previous question was calied and the 
chairman put it. 

Clark was elected temporary chairman. 

W. QO, H. Shepard, H. A. Rucker and E. a. 
Johnson were elected temporary secretaries. 

Clark was conducted to the chair and 
spoke. He said the republican party repre- 
sented the idea of the fatherhood of God and 
the brotherhood of man. It recognized no 
man by the ‘texture of his skin or his hair.”’ 
He believed the party would never die until 
equal rights to all men were secused before 
the law and in civil life. He was proceeding 
in a bigh strain of eloguence when Noah 
Johnson arose and asked: 

“Mr, Chairman, won’t you make your 
speech short?”’ 

That paralyzed the chairman, but he pro- 
ceeded and at once Wright arose and ex 
claimed: 

“Mr. Chairman!”’ 

“You wait until I get through,’’ 
the chairman. 

“Oh, you shut up, what’sthe matter with 
you?’’ shouted a member who arose and 
frowned furiously, andsat down vigorously. 

Colonel Bryant presented a resolution for 
the appointment of a committee ou creden- 
tials, to consist of one from each district and 
one from the state at large. 

It was moved to amend by 
committee consist of three from 
large, but the motion was lost. 

The original motion prevail and the fol- 
lowing committee was appointed from the 
state atlarge: KR R Wright; first district, 
James Blue; second district, F F 
Putney; third district, W EK King; 
fourth district, R D Locke; fifth district, W 
H Johnson; sixth district, P O Holt; seventh 
district, Zack Hargrove; eighth district, Mad 
ison Davis; ninth district: W T B Wi son; 
tenth district, P H Craven. 

Jerry Jones moved the appointment of a 
committee on permanent organization. 

ledger made the poiht that a permanent 
organization could not be effected until the 
report of the committee on credentials was 
made, 

Jackson McHenry said the custom always 
was to appoint both committees at the same 
time. The chair ruled against Jackson and 
he appealed from the decision. Colonel Bry- 
ant moved to “‘table the appeal,’’ and the 
question was put and the appeal was tabled 
ina pair of minutes, 

“Il am sorry to see the chairman get up 
there and rule for the benefit of Mr. Pledger,”’ 
exclaimed Jackson McHenry. 

On motion the convention then adjourned 
foran bour to allow the committee on cre- 
dentials to report. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

When the convention met at three o'clock 
the committeeon credentials was not ready 
to report, and a while was spent in unim- 
portant matters. 

On motion of 8mith W Easley a commit~ 
tee was appointed to draft suitable resolu- 
tions on the death of Amos T Akerman, 
Edwin Belcher and John Brown, late editor 
of the Defiance. 

Colonel H P Farrow was calied on for a 
speech, and he responded. He. referred to 
the existing state of harmony, saying that 
there were no splitsthat amounted to any- 
thing. He referred to the Norcross new 
movement, and said it could amount to 
nothing; that the whig party had been dead 
forty years, and if it could be resurrected it 
could not be done with the color line for the 
corner stone. Hethought the scheme would 
amount to nothing. 

Colonel John E Bryant was called on, and 
responded ina lengthy speech. He began 

y referring to the progress that has 
been made by the colored people since the 
War. Hespoke of the state of slavery and 
howthe colored people were turned loose 
after the war with little headway to@flo any- 
thing. He said agreat change had taken 
place in public feellng. ‘Think,’ hesaid ‘“‘of 
the changes that have taken place within the 

&ttwenty-five years,’’ and ,continuing, he 
remarked : 

“Last night I walked down the street and I 
heard the band playing and I stopped to lis- 
ten to that band, and all around me were 
Colored men, most of them probably delegates 
tothe convention. But on one side standing 
in the door of the house, I saw a little group 
of young ladies—coloréd young ladies—and I 
Say to you here to-day, openly and broadly, 
thatamong these young ladies were some 
that will vie with the most beautiful young 
ladies of this town of my own race in accom 
Plishments; daughters of well known colored 
men in this town who them- 
Selves are earning an honest 
livyfng, are making money and rearing these 

ghters in virtue and _ respectability. 
[Agplause.] Twenty-five years these beauti- 
girls could have been taken from their 
hers and mothers and sold to the lowest 
ao bier and vagabond in Atlanta, {Immense 
jJause] if he had money to buy them and 
d into a life of prostitution. I ask any 
sian man or woman in Georgia, or 
oghout the south, is thisnot enough to 
p upon our cause the signet of a glorious 
bry if we had nothing else but that?”

- At the conclusion of Colonel Bryant's 
speech the committee on credentials entered 
the hall. 

A short discussion arove as to the manner 
of disposing of the contesting delegations on 
which it was believed the committee would 
report. Colonel Bryant moved to give the 
counties, except Chatham, five minutes to a 
side,andin the case of Chatham twenty 
minutes toa side, 

Deveaux, who was from Chatham, got an

ately got wratby aud said he did not propose 
to be choked off. 
run the party the sooner he was gotten rid of 
the better. He had been talking two hours 
and yet proposed to muzzle and gag dele-

cltement. | 

Deveaux got furious and said that the del- 
egates were going to have free speech and un- 
less they could get it a party would be or- 
ganized that would swamp Bryant out of ex. 
istence, that if they wanted two parties they 
could get them. ‘John E. Bryant should not 
say who were delegates and who were not: 
that there were delegates there who would 
make Bryant's ring respect them. 

A Lincols county delegate arose to a point 
oforder but wassaton by Colonel Bryant, 
who announced that the Lincolnite was not 
a member of the convention. 

A flurry was created but subsided when the 
chairman ordered the committee on creden- 
tials to read their report. 

The chairman of the committee, Richard 
R. Wright, then read the report giving the 
list of names and announcing a contest 
in only three counties—Jackson. 
Tatnall and Chatham. In the county of 
Tatnall the committee recommended that 
both delegations be excluded. In the case of 
Jackson county’s delegation the committee 
reported in favor of T E Horton,H H Horton, 
Robert Murray and George Hamilton. For 
Chatham the committee recommended, a N 
Wilson, L M Pleasants, James Atkins, RR 
Jackson, EC Wadeand Edmund Robinson. 

While making the report Wright proceeded 
to state the merits of the Savannah case, and 
Deveaux again became riled. The chair re- 
fused to pay any attention to him, and he 
pawed around and thundered that the chair- 
man and the convention had to understand 
that he had rightsthat he understood and 
that he was bound to maintain. 

On motion of Colonel Bryant the names of 
Pleasant, Hines, and W. E. Moore were in- 
serted as delegates from Tatnall county. 

The report of the committee on the contest 
in Jackson county was taken up and adopted. 

The contest in Chatham was next taken up 
and occupied about two hours in its discus- 
sion. At tbe conclusion of the discussion the 
delegates recommended by the committee on 
credentials were seated. 

On motion of Flemming, of Augusta, R. D. 
Locke was elected permanent chairman. 

Smith Kasley, Maxwell Manning, E. A. 
Johnson and W. O. H. Shepard were elected 
permanent secretaries. 

Mr. Locke was conducted to the chair and 
addressed the convention briefly. 

Jackson McHenry introduced a resolution 
that the following delegates be elected from 
the state at large: A. E. Buck, W, A.

Harrison Harris, M. Smith, J. 8. Harper. The 
committee reported resolutions urging the 
payment of state and national debts against 
the whisky traffic and indorsing the Arthur 
administration. 

The resolution in favor of the temperance 
cause provoked a lively discussion. Pledger 
said meddling with the whisky question had 
defeated the party in other states. Colonel 
John E. Bryant warmly advocated the cause 
of temperance and favored the passage of the 
resolution. Smith Easley fayored the reso- 
lution, Pledger spoke against the resolution 
and moved to table it. He then withdrew 
the motion and called the previous question 
on @ motion to strike out the clause in refer- 
ence to tempergnce.

r. King presented a resolution for a 
meeting of the party in convention to be c:lled 
for he first of May, at 13o’clock m., for the 
purpose of organizing a state central commit- 
‘@, cicc:ing a delegation to the national 
reyno ican convention of Chicago, to nomi- 
» sate electoral ticeet and to take such 
other action as at that time might be deemed 
wise and proper. 

Mr. Norcrossthought the sendingof a del- 
egation to Chicago a matter of no importance. 
He did not think the result would be 
changed even if the -delegution should be 
admitted. He did not think any advantage 
could grow out of the holding of a conven- 
tion so goon. It would be im- 
possible to get up a respectable 
convention by tnat time. He was in favor of 
calling the convention, but thought it best to 
call it afterthe meeting of the Chicago con- 
vention. It would show wisdom, prudence 
and political sagacity to postpone the holding 
oftheconvention. He wanted to reform state 
politics, and if the convention was held later 
statehouse oflicers could be nominated. 

Mr. King said the Chicago convention was 
to be made up of all who were opposed to the 
Ggemocrats, and he was in favor of sending a 
delegation whether they were admitted or 
not. 

Dr. Smith said there was no necessity for 
haste. ihe wig republicans had said both 
parties were corrupt. How then could dele- 
gates sent 10 the convention of one of 
those pirties. He thought he was there to 
BeSist ln Organizing a new party. 

Qa motion of Dr. Smith the executive com- 
mittee was madeto consist of seven instead 
of five.

MaApIson, April 7, 1884,—General James 
Loogs reet, Dear Sir: I had thought I would 
be preseiit With you and your associates to- 
morrow, but find I cannot spare the time 
from my private offairs. Besides, 1 am con- 
stantly admonished that I am too old to be of 
much value io a reform movement, which 
‘rom its very nature must be slow of accom-s 
plishment, The views set forth in the ad- 
dress are in accord with those I have enter- 
tained ever since there constrifttion era and 
quite in harmony with what I uttered in 
AUanta on the 4th of July, 1868, as I now 
remember the time. I have my own pecu- 
liar views of the propriety of sending dele- 
gates to the republican national convention. 
I can see no good reason why a state, hope- 
lessly democratic, should be represented, not- 
withstanding all the pracedenis to the con- 
trary. I am well aware that both of the 
great parties bave hitherto countenanced 
this ‘Rot ea borough” ‘system. It is true 
if you do not offer a delegation it will prob- 
abiy be considered « quivalent to an admission 
that the colored element isthe only reliable 
republican party in Georgia. Two delegations 
from such a state, it strikes me, might excite 
a feeling of disgust.in the convention. | 
should not covet the honor of representing 
the so-salled republicans-of Georgia. What- 
ever may come of your movement, it places 
all who agree with the friends of 
good state government and yet 
desire the success of the subject and msot se- 
cure national organization iaa position far 
above mere bawling partisans contending for 
spoils. Those of you whoaré younger and 
more energetic than I am, I 
trust, will find encouragement 
to persevere in your effort to purify 
the political tone of the state by placing in 
prominent positions tbe highest intelligence 
and the most deserving citizens.

The convention then adjourned to meet at 
ten o’clock this morning.
